New Delhi, the 31 st December 1956 

No. 39-Pres./56, — The President is pleased to award 
the Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned 
officer of the Uttar Pradesh Police. 

Name of the officer and rank. — Shri Pritarn Singh, 
Circle Inspector of Police, Bulandshahr, Uttar Pra- 
desh. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded* — Circle Inspector Pritam Singh took 
prompt measures to deploy the police force available 
when two notorious dacoits, Jahan Singh and Jaideva 
along with their associates were located in a jungle. 
The locality was effectively encircled by the three 
advancing police parties. 

When his party came near a sugarcane field, Shri 
Pritam Singh noticed six dacoits attempting to get 
away. On being challenged, the dacoits took up posi- 
tions behind a raised ground and started firing on the 
police party. Standing behind a palm tree In an ex- 
posed position, Shri Pritam Singh ordered his men to 
take cover in a nala and open fire. The police party 
using rifle grenades killed three of the dacoits, who 
were identified as the associates of dacoit Jahan Singh 
whose dacoit gang had been terrorising by several 
cases of dacoity and murder the districts of Mathura 
and Bulandshahr. 

In this encounter, in which no loss was suffered by 
the police and which lasted for 1£ hours, Circle Ins- 
pector Pritam Singh displayed initiative, leadership 
and cool courage of a high order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance 
admissible to officers of and below the rank of Ins- 
pector of Police as provided in Rule (5).

New Delhi the 8 th January 1957 

No. 1/57. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 
1947 (XVIII of 1947), the Central Government here- 
by directs that the following amendment shall be made 
in the Government of India, Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Imports Control Order, 1955 (No* 17/55, 
dated 7th December, 1955).
